The children at the Coliseum were in- 
vited through all the benevolent soci- 
eties of the city, without distinction of 
creed, nationality or race, The enter- 
tainment provided for them followed the 
tradition of the 14 previous Post-Dis- 
patch Christmas festivals—“Not a Char- 
ity, but an Act of Hospitality.” 
A Christmas pantomime, written by 
William W. La Beaume and Dr. Arthur 
Proetz, and performed by actors of the 
Pageant Drama Association, had been 
prepared as the chief feature of the Col- 
iseum entertainment. Children from the 
municipal playgrounds, in costume, 
have been trained in the dances whicn 
accompany the pantomime, and those 
no viewed the rehearsals declared the 
spectacle was one which would amuse 
and delight the little ones. Panto- 
mimes, like Christmas carols, are an 
old-world custom lately revived in tuis 
country. 
A section of seats on the floor, giving 
the best possible view of the stage, and 
insuring freedom from the danger of 
crowding, was reserved for the Tiny 
Tim Society, the object of which is to 
bring Christmas cheer to lame children.

Progress in Snow and Fog. 

In the Argonne in the Forest 
of La Grurie at Bagatelle, Fon- 
taine, Madame and St. Hubert we 
have repulsed five attacks and 
strengthened our front. Between 
the Argonne and the Meuse in 
spite of the snow and the fog 
we have made progress on the 
Boureuilles-Vauquolg front. 

„In the region of Ouisy and the 
Forest of Forges our heavy ar- 
tillery by subduing the batteries 
and machine guns of the enemy 
has enabled our infantry to make 
a leap in advance. 

“On the right bank of the 
Meuse the Germans have bom- 
barded the south corner of For- 
est of Consenvoys, where we are 
established. In the Forest of 
Ailly and Apremont our artillery 
has forced the enemy to evacuate 
several trenches. 

In the lower Vosges we have ad- 
vanced to within 1500 meters of 
Ciery, on the Vesouze River. 


“In Russia, on the left bank of the 
Vistula, the Germans have’ been 
hurled back from one of the posi- 
tions which they occupied on the 
right bank of the Lower Bzura, and 
they have been reinforced at another 
point. They are continuing their at- 
tacks on Sochaczew and are trying 
to debouch from Bolomow. To the 
east of Skierniewice their night at- 
tack was repulsed with heavy losses 
to them. They have launched sev- 
. eral fruitless attacks to the west of 
the River Rawka and are vigorously 
resisting the Russian offensive on the 
north bank of the Pilica. 

“In East Prussia and near Przemysl 
and on the front in the Carpathians, 
no essential changes have been 
noted.

Golfers and Cueists Find Inter- 
esting Diversion in Game That 
Can Be Played on Any Pool 
Table—Idea Is to Make Six 
Holes in Fewest Number of 
Strokes. 


NNW YORK, Deo. & 
OLF-POOL, the newest indoor 
game that combines all the 
features of the putting green, is 
getting to be all the rage at the lead- 
ing clubs in town. There is a tourna- 
ment on at present at the Motor Club, 


the rst of its kind ever organized, 
but the popularity of the latest va- 
riety of golf game is spreading and 
soon tournaments will be on at all the 
clubs where they have a billiard parlor. 

The game can be played on any pool 
table, each pocket representing a hole. 
Instead of the putting iron, there is 
the cue or white ball. One other ball 
is used and this is the one the player 
must pocket in the last number of 
strokes. Poertner, who framed 
the rules for the tournament now in 
progress at the Motor Club, has made 
the game rather difficult. Even the 
best pool or billiard player must prac- 
tice before he can make a creditable 
score. 


Cue Ball Not “Spotted.” 


Each shot at the object ball counts 
a stroke in the score. The object ball 


is spotted in the center of the table 
and the shooter or cue ball is placed 
on the a spot as shown in the 
diagram. he player then starts the 
round by trying to pocket the object 
ball in the side pocket, representing 
hole No. 1. When he has made the 
hole, the next player starts. The object 
ball is spotted in the center of the table, 
but the cue ball is left where it rests 
after the preceding player had made 
the hole. Quite naturally the player 
who has just holed out will try to leave 
the cue ball in a position where it is 
difficult for the next man to play the 
hole. This brings into play a man’s 
ability to play position at pool or 
billiards. 

Should the cue ball come to rest 80 
that the object ball cannot be spotted, 
the balls are set up again as at the 
start of a game. 


One of the rules is 
shot or stroke one o 
go to a cushion. This makes it h 
for a player who is trying to place the 
object ball close to the pocket so that 
he can hole out on his next shot. It 
compels him to put a certain amount of 
force behind the stroke, because if the 
object ball does not reach a cushion 
the shooter or cue ball must. Even if 
the ball is pocketed, the cue ball must 
strike the cushion. 


The penalties for a scratch, pocketing 
the cue ball, is three strokes in addition 
to the one made. In other words, a 
scratch counts four strokes. The same 
penalty goes if one of the balls fails 
to reach a cushion. 

If a player makes an _ intentional! 
scratch so as to get position, he Is 
penalized 10 strokes. It is left to the 
referee to decide whether the player 
deliberately tried to miss. 

Golf pool combines all the fine points 
of pool and billiards. Often in driving 
for position the most delicate stroke 
and English is required. Sometimes 4

FEDS HAVE DRIVEN 
ONCE FORMIDABLE 
PHILLIES ON ROCKS 


Sale of Magee to Braves Re- 
duces ‘“‘Best Team on Paper“ 
to a Tailender. | 


Geo. Whitted, Ex-Card, 
May Be Sentenced to 
Phils in Magee Deal 


NEW YORK, Dec. . 
N order to keep him from the 
wide-spreading claws of the 
Federal League, William F. 
Baker, presiednt of the Philadel- 
phia Nationals, has traded Sher- 
wood Nottingham Magee, one of the 
best hitters among the outfielders 
in the conntry, to the Boston 
Braves. The trade involves a large 
sum of money and several players. 
The amount of cash in the trade 
was not made public. The players 
to be handed over to the Phillies 
will be decided upon at a meeting 
to be held here next Monday be- 
tween Baker, Gaffney and Pat 
Moran, the new manager of the 
Philadelphia club. Whitted “and 
Deal may go to the Phils, 


By W. J. O’Connor. 


In 1913, the Phillies, then recog- 
nized as the “best team on paper in 
the National League,” finished sec- 
ond to the Giants. The loss of Sea- 
ton, Knabe, Doolan, Brennan, Finner- 
an and Marshall to the Feds at the 
start of 1914 reduced the Phils to a 
second division entry. Now comes 
the sale of Sherwood Nottingham 
Magee, always a .300 hitter, to Bos- 
ton. Manager Dooin also is lost, 
probably to the Feds, while Lobert 
either will go to the Feds or the 
Giants. His goose is cooked in 
Quakerland. 

There have been other heart-rend- 
ing breaks for the Phillie club. Billy 
Locke, probably the most respected 
figure in baseball for many years as 
secretary of the Pittsburg club, died 
in 1913 during his first year as presi- 
dent of the Quaker club. His prede- 
cessor, Horace Fogel was drummed 
out of camp with military honors, 
while his successor and uncle, Mr. 
Baker, seems ill-equipped to handle 
the vexing problems presented by the 
Federal League’s war measures. 


A Persistent Jinx. 


Surely the club is Jinxed. It's reo- 
ord for three years under Dooin, who 
proved himself a poor manager by 
twice failing to win the pennant with 
a superior team, was one to make 
brave men weep. 

From 1911 to 1913 inclusive, the club 
was knocked out of the pennant hunt 
by ill-timed accidents, suspensions and 
internal dissensions, although at all 
times it possessed the native ability to 
snatch the bunting from the Giants. 
Such hitters as Magee, Cravath, Lu- 
derus, Lobert and Knabe were pos- 
sessed by no other club. Even New 
York didn’t have pitchers as godd as 
Alexander and Seaton in 1913. But try 
as they may, the Phillies couldn’t get 
over. 

There’s hardly anything left to the 
club today. The sale of Magee, for 
cash, with a doubtful promise of good 
players, indicates that the financial con- 
dition of the club isn’t healthy. And 
this Magee deal, by the way, is sure 
to cause trouble. It indicates the ab- 
solute lack of system and business 
acumen in the National League. 


Will Somebody Explain ? 


The idea of Magee, a bust-up batter, 
going to the world’s champions, a team 


that hasn’t lost a man to the Feds or 
via any other leak, in face of the fact 
that the Cardinals are begging for an 
outfielder to replace Magee, demands 
an explanation. |

Suspend All of 
Local Division 

Emergency Committee Has 


Overstepped Bounds in Sanc- 
tioning Canadian Games. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The U. S. F. A. 
officials here are up in the air over the 
situation in St. Louis as a result of the 
Emergency Committee of the Missouri 
division granting the Robison Field 
League a provisional membership in the 
U. S. F. A., and at the same time 
consenting to games with two clubs 


from Canada, one of which, it appears, 
is not affiliated with the Dominion of 
Canada Football As: $ciation and neither 
of which had the consent of the govern- 
ing body in Canada to arrange an inter- 
national contest. Neither the emergen- 
cy commission nor the Missouri divi- 
sion has any authority to sanction 4 
game between a member and a non- 
affiliated club and if the Missouri divi- 
sion does not formally repudiate the ac- 
tion of its Emergency Committee, it wil 
W lift itself out of the U. 


According to the national official here. 
it is the duty of the Missouri division 
formally to disavow authority for the 
games, and if the provisional member- 
ship granted to the Robison Field 
League was contingent upon permission 
to 8 the games with the unaffiliated 
club, then it is necessarily void because 
dependent upon an illegal condition. 
Such games as those proposed in St. 
Louis are strictly forbidden by the 
rules of the Federation International 
Football Association, the governing body 
of the world, and to keep its standing in 
that body, the U. 8 A. must make 
it 1 clear that it discbunt- 
enances the St. Louis games between the 
ae Field League and the Canadian 
clubs.

BACK TO THE CHILD IDEAL. 
There will be a vein of sadness in the keeping 


of this Christmas, because of the frightful con- 
ditions prevailing in the European countries by 
reason of the great war 

This is the Day of the Child, and Durope has 
repudiated the child as an ideal and substituted 
that of the armed man. 

Over 3000 rears ago a poet-prophet foretold a 
“the lion and the lamb shall lie down 
Of that time, described in symbols, a 
Isaiah

time of universal peace and good will, 
could say nothing more appealing, more typical of 
what he had in mind, than his concluding sen- 
tence: And a little child shall lead them.“ How 
often has that been quoted, made the theme of 
poems and the subject of paintings? 5 

But today, Burope which had for centuries wor- 
shiped the child, is engaged in driving children 
from their homes, out into the bitter cold and 
snow, out to the mercy of the northern blast, out 
to the pitiless darkness, out to starvation. 

One ‘of the most terrible scenes in the war pic- 
tures recently shown in St. Louis is that of the 
flight of the women and children from Termonde. 
Mothers are dragging little toddlers along and 


carrying others, hurrying away with wild looks 


backward, seeing there a peril such as overtook 
the Cities of the Plain, Pompeii, or St. Pierre. 

A child loses hold of its mother’s hand, and the 
picture shows her hurrying on, while the little 
one, bewildered, is lost in the fear-maddened 
throng of fugitives. 

Civilization, in this war, repudiates the child. 
It has adopted Bernhardi’s watchword: ‘“World- 
dominion or Death,” and Nietzsche’s Anti-Christ 
philosophy. How, then, can the Christmas tree be 
any more to it a source of unalloyed delight? How 
can the worship of Mars—that metallic, flery 
monster without a hint of childhood—comport 
with the glad, loving adoration of the Christ, who 
was born in a manger on this Day of Days? 

Surely the keeping of Christmas Day, 1914, in 
the trenches, in camps and ruined cities as well 
as in homes not yet touched by Mars’ lightnings, 
will remind the world of what it has lost and 
must regain, if life is to be endurable for the 
coming generations. May we not hope that this 
celebration will be the turning point, and that 
its suggestions will bring the nations to a better 
heart?

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KINDER TREATMENT FOR BELGIUM. 

Amsterdam dispatches say that a German de- 
mand for $100,000,000 in war indemnity from Bel- 
gium has been made the subject of protest by Min- 
ister Whitlock as being contrary to Hague stipula- 
tion, and that it has been abandoned. 

In the confusion in which reports attributing 
a purpose to exact tribute are involved, no two 
reports agreeing as to the amounts, time limit and 
conditions of payment, it is to be hoped that we 
have found in this Amsterdam statement some- 
thing authentic and definite. Even if no provis- 
ion of The Hague code prohibited the levying of 
indemnities in this form, the demand should not 
be pressed. Such resources as still remain to Bel- 
gian bankers, manufacturers and land owners aft- 
er suffering ruinous losses should be reserved for 
the relief of the distressed millions of the plain 
people. 

The rigors of the restrictions imposed by the 
army of occupation have been relaxed in many 
ways of late. Whatever the decision of the war, 
Belgium and Germany must continue to live in 
close geographical, if not political, relation 
through all the future. The news that further 
cause for grievance will not be given by insisting 
on exactions beyond the strength of the exhausted 
nation will make an excellent impression in neu- 
tral countries. N 

THE AGE FOR THE BEST WORE. 

President E. M. Bryan of Colgate says that men 
do their best work between the ages of 60 and 
70 and presents data collated from the cases of 
600 men who attained distinction to prove this 
hypothesis. The showing is interesting, but is 
hardly the last word on the subject.

Those uneasy Englishmen who expressed fear 
that Japan, racing ahead of Australian forces to 
seize German outposts on South Sea islands, was 
playing a lone hand for her own advantage, must 
be reassured by Japan’s prompt offer to transfer 
the islands tc the British Government. 

The impression grows that Japan has no idea 
of gaining anything by her participation in the 
war beyond the elimination of a strong commer- 
cial rival at Kiauchau, and the confirmation, by 
her Russian and British allies, of her position on 
the Asiatic mainland. 

The proposed large increase in Japan’s military 
and naval forces is regarded, a bit cynically, as 
an additional precaution in that direction. One 
never knows in advance just how one’s allies will 
regard one’s modest requisitions, when the time 
comes for a division of the fruits of war.

ON THE EVE OF AN EXPLOSION. 


From the Kansas City Star. 

When Charles I. summoned parliament in 1640 
England had never seemed more submissive. “The 
people,“ one of his ministers wrote, are in great 
quietness and if I be not much mistaken, well sat- 
isfied if not delighted with his majesty’s gracious 
government and protection.”
